The dates were set in accordance 


with the desire expressed by the 
teachers at the last several insti- 
tutes that the annual sessions be 
held later in the year than had been 
the custom. 


Previously the first day of insti- 


tute was held generally the day be- 
fore school opened in the fall. 
Teachers felt that a later date 
would permit them to set up their 
classes and be better prepared to 
discuss school problems when they 
gather in sectional meetings held as 
part of the institute. 


To Meet At Ltttlestowo 


Superintendent Riegle, at the last 


meeting of the county board, prom- 
ised to determine whether speakers 
would be available at a. later date 
than the beginning of September, 
and after finding it possible to se- 
cure leaders, set^the September 24 
date for the first day of the insti- 
tute. 


The session will be held this year 


at Littlestown High School. Pre- 
viously Institutes had generally been 
held at Gettysburg High School but 
construction there this fall will pro- 
hibit use of the auditorium at the 
time of the institute, the super- 
intendent said. 


He also added that -file teachers 


would be asked whether it might be 
advisable to "tour the county" with 
tiie institutes, holding them at a 
different high school each year. 


The second day of the institute 


October 8. will follow the usual 
custom of being part of the annual 
convention of the Southern Dis- 
trict of the PSEA. That meeting will, 
be held In Harrisburg. 


The annual meeting of the Adams 


County branch of the Pennsylvania 
State Education Association will be 
held as part of the September 24 
institute session.

COOLEST MAY 
SINCE '25 WAS 
SHORT OF RAIN 


Rain fell on nearly half the days 


of last month but not in amounts 
sufficient to give May what is con- 
sidered a normal amount of pre- 
cipitation for the 31-day period. 


The Gettysburg Times weather 


station records show" that measur- 
able amounts of rain fell on 15 
days in May but totaled only 3.49 
inches. Normal for May in Gettys- 
burg is 352 inches, so last month 
was short .43 Inches. Last month 
received only a little more than 
half the 6.69 inches measured here 
in May last year. 


The only heavy'rain of the month 


came on May 3 and 4 when 1.48 
incb.ee were measured here. 


From 36 to 87 


The Weather Man served up fine 


weather for the Memorial Day week- 
end but its top reading in the 
upper 80's failed to furnish enough 
heat to offset the many cool days 
earlier in the month. 


May's normal average' tempera- 


ture is 615 degrees. Last month's • 
average was 59.59 degrees so that' 
ttie daily average shortage of heat 
for the month was 2.31 degrees. 


May temperatures here ranged 


from four above freezing on May 5 
to a high of 87 degrees on May 2. 
There were only eight days last 
month in which the mercury climbed 
to 80 degrees or above. Ninety de- 
gree heat is not unusual here in 
May. 


Ye** I» 3.33 Inches Short 


The local weather station records 


show that the month that ended 
Monday was the coolest. May here 
since 1925 when the average was 2.8 
degrees below normal. That May 
saw a low temperature of 31 de- 
grees on May 6 and a high of 98 
on the 23rd. 


May's short rains boosted the 


accumulated rainfall total for 1954 
to only 13.34 inches to the end 
of May. That is 3.33 inches short 
of normal.

Loss Of Freedom Would Be Worse 
Than War Says Lt. G^n. Dahlquist 
In Memorial Day Address Monday 


Loss of freedom, "which we have 


struggled hundreds of years to ob- 
tain," would be "worse than war," 
Lt. General John E. Dahlquist, chief 
of the Army Field Forces, declared 
Monday afternoon at the annual 
Memorial Day services in the Get- 
tysburg National Ceflletery. 


Stating that "communism must 


expand or die," he termed the "cold 
war," an "expensive," but "only" 
way to combat communism. 


General Dahlquist's complete ad- 


dress follows: 


"Your invitation asked me, a 


soldier, to be the spokesman this 
year for the men who have given 
their lives that this nation might 
live. It is with a feeling of great 
humility and humbleness that I 
accept the invitation and stand here 
today in this hallowed place, one 
of the great shrines of American 
history. Ninety-one years ago this 
was the scene of a great battle in 
which thousands of men struggled 
for three days for possession of 
those heights. 


"That battle marked the turning 


point of the war between the states. 
Upon tiie outcome of that battle 
depended in large measure the fu- 
ture of our nation. A few months 
later, in November. 1863, a portion 
of that battlefield was made into 
a national cemetery. Since that time 
this cemetery has become the final 
resting place of soldiers, not only of 
the Civil War, but also of the Span- 
ish American War, the two World 
Wars and the war in Korea. 


None More Significant 


"Today marks the 87th year In 


which memorial services have been 
held here to honor those who gave 
their lives in war. Of all the count- 
less places where servicse are being 
held today, none have a greater 
significance to the nation than Get- 
tysburg, not only because of the 
great battle that was fought here 
but also because of the great words 
that were spoken here. 


"At the dedication of this ceme- 


tery in November, 1863, Abraham 
Lincoln, a man of great vision, made 
t, short, simple talk of but a few

FAIRBANKS, Alaska W — A 


Brooklyn soldier injured May iff 
in a fall on towering Mt. McKin- 
ley was evacuated by Air Force 
helicopter early today and flown 
here for hospitalization. 


Doctors said the soldier. Pfc. 


George Argus, whose hip was 
broken In a 1.000-foot fall that 
killed a companion, was alive but 
unconscious when lifted from the 
mountain by a helicopter pilot who 
"squeezed every inch out of the 
altimeter" to reach him on the 
ice of Muldrow Glacier.

Base, led the rescue party that 
reached Argus early Sunday. 


The rescuers were described as

Because of his injury, Argus 
was strapped to a sled and mem- 
bers of the rescue party took turns 
lifting him over dangerous cre- 
vasses. 


A doctor flew overhead hi an Air

None of the 
freedoms we enjoy and cherish to­ 
day were cheap or easy to get 
The h story of Western Europe fro 
w’hicn our civilization sprang Us re-J 
plete with stories of m an’s struggle 
to free himself from bondage 
“Our own nation came into being, 
prospered, and became the leader 
of the world because our forefathers 
dared the difficult and the danger- j 
oils. The men whose memory we 
honor today, bear mute testimony to 
that fact. 
“Doe* It Mean War?'* 
“Does this alternative mean war? 
No. not necessarily. It is the only 
means of avoiding war Despots and 
dictators understand power 
They 
fatten on weakness Since 1946. Iran. 
Greece. 
Berlin, 
and 
Korea 
all 
testify to the fact that even the 
Russian masters will stop and ne­ 
gotiate when forced to 
“In 1946 the Russians evacuated 
Azerbajian In Iran because we faced 
them. In 1948 and 9 when they 
placed the inhuman blockade on the 
two millions of people in Berlin, 
they planned to take the city. The 
fact that neither the Berliners nor 
we would capitulate, but instead put 
on the air lift, forced them to give 
up their nefarious scheme 
“During the same year*, with our 
help, the Greeks drove out the Soviet 
.sponsored Communist bands devas­ 
tating their land Our stand in Ko­ 
rea. which came as a terrible shock

The patience of peo­ 
ples and of governments, that is 
those governments that exist by 
consent of the governed, tends to 
wear out. Friction arises over m eth­ 
ods and means. 
“Where free discussion is per­ 
mitted. and God forbid that free 
discussion ever disappear In our 
land, there is bound to be criticism 
and verbal clashes It is for this rea­ 
son that it is ao important that we 
keep firmly and uppermost in our 
minds, not the family quarrels, the 
difficulties, the expenses, but rather 
the objective. And that objective 
must be to stop the further en­ 
croachment of communism 
Peace us what we want. Not only 
us. but all the plain people in the 
world, including. I am sure, those 
behind the Iron Curtain. But it must 
be a peace under which we can live 
as we want to. I firmly believe that 
only by pursuing a policy of strength 
in consort with all other free na­ 
tions can we avoid either war or 
eventual capitulation. I also believe 
that there is a good chance for this 
policy to succeed.

"Our own nation came into being,

"Does It Mean War?"

information they might have on 
grait, corruption, communism or 
treason. 


Didn't Happen Suddenly 


This didn't just happen suddenly. 


McCarthy- has been leading up to 
this, although there's no sign he 
planned it step by step. 


Last Sept. 9 he showed news- 


men 70 pages of a 75-page "re- 
stricted" Army intelligence pam- 
phlet on Siberia. He described it 
as "clear-cut, all-out Communist 
propaganda." 


This was a case of McCarthy de- 


ciding he knew better than the 
Army what should be kept secret 
and what revealed. There are laws 
against re\-ealing secret Informa- 
tion. The Army said he had vio- 
lated them. Nothing happened. 


McCarthy Was Deciding 


During the Senate bearings on his 


fight with Army officials he pro- 
duced a document on spying in 
the Army. It was a condensed ver- 
sion of a much longer one which 
FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover had 
sent to the Army, marked "con- 
fidential." Some unknown person 
had copied parts of the original 
and given them to McCarthy. 


McCarthy proposed to make it

Nine UMW locals, embracing a 
membership of more than 5,000 in 
Lansford, Coaldale, Tamaqua and 
Nesquehoning, called meetings dur­ 
ing the day to act on the question.

Acceptance of the plan would 
mean resumption of Lehigh’s oper­ 
ations tomorrow, with 3.500 im­ 
mediately returning to work.

May End Shutdown 
The company offered the plan 
Saturday to end the shutdown of 
seven mines and three coal pre­ 
paration plants.

Martin F. Brennan, president of 
VMW District 7 which includes Ute 
Panther Valley, said he would rec­ 
ommend acceptance of the plan on 
Ibe basis that It is within the 
UMW's contract terms with the 
company.

McKean County second graders, 


because they began the program 
a week later than the others, will 
finish the shot series next Monday. 


Approximately 
4,700 
Pennsyl- 


vania second grade children are 
taking the shots to determine the 
vaccine's power to prevent infantile 
paralysis. 


Volunteers Do Work 


The shots in Mercer County as 


well as the other counties are given 
in inoculation centers set up in 
schools and other public buildings. 
All the work is being done by 
volunteer doctors, nurses and lay- 
men.

CHURCH GROUP 
FAVORS MERGER 


MONTREAT, - N C. (9i—The 94th 


General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States 
(Southern^ yesterday voted to join 
with the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A. and the United Presby- 
terian Church. 


Assemblies of the two Northern 


branches had voted for union last 
week. 


The move for union of 314 mil- 


lion Presbyterians was started by 
the Southern Presbyterians and 
represented 16 years of planning.

ployes—to spite of any Eisenhower 
order not to give out classified in- 
formation—to turn over to him any 
information thev misfit hav*> on 
graft, corruption, communism or 
treason. 


Didn't Happen Suddenly 


This didn't just happen suddenly. 


McCarthy has been leading up to 
this, although there's no sign he 
planned it step by step. 


Last Sept. 9 he showed news- 


men 70 pages of a 75-page "re- 
stricted" Army intelligence pam- 
phlet on Siberia. He described it 
as "clear-cut, all-out Communist 
propaganda." 


This was a case of McCarthy de- 


ciding he knew better than the 
Army what should be kept secret 
and what revealed. There are laws 
against revealing secret informa- 
tion. The Army said he had vio- 
lated them. Nothing happened. 


McCarthy Was Deciding 


During the Senate hearings on his 


fight with Army officials he pro- 
duced a document on spying in 
the Army. It was a condensed ver- 
sion of a much longer one which 
FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover had 
sent to the Army, marked "con- 
fidential." Some unknown person 
had copied parts of the original 
and given them to McCarthy. 


McCarthy proposed to make it 


public. Again, McCarthy was de- 
ciding what should be released to 
the public. 


Atty. Gen. Brownell said 
it 


should not be divulged because 
national security was involved. Mc- 
Carthy said: "No human . . . or 
any other directive which is de- 
signed not . . „ for the security 
of this nation but to prevent em- 
barrassment for those responsible 
for covering up Communists ... 
will keep me from making . . .
